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PREFACE 



Forty years have passed since the publication of Auburn's General Bio- 
graphical Catalogue which appeared in connection with the Seminary's first 
Centennial year in 1918. The intervening years have wrought many changes in 
the life of the Seminary and its alumni. Most significant among these were the 
circumstances which forced Auburn to give up its status as an independent 
academic institution with its own continuing alumni, and seek some kind of 
situation in which the name and service of the Seminary might still be preserved. 
In 1939, Auburn was invited to become a partner with Union Theological Sem- 
inary in New York City, and the ensuing years have borne witness to a reward- 
ing and mutually enriching relationship between the two institutions. Today 
Auburn at Union serves in effect as "a Presbyterian training-school within an 
ecumenical theological university.'* 

Since 1940, Auburn has not been able to add any new members to its own 
alumni. It is therefore fitting that, in so far as possible, a biographical record of 
all Auburn alumni be compiled and published as a permanent witness to Auburn's 
distinguished service to the Church across some 122 years (1818-1940). A large 
portion of this record is already preserved in the General Biographical Catalogue 
of 1918. For the remaining years of Auburn's independent existence, this present 
volume is intended to complete the picture. 

The compilation of this catalogue has not been without its difficulties. Dur- 
ing those turbulent and uncertain years when the very fate of Auburn hung in 
the balance, the keeping of complete, up-to-date alumni records often had to 
receive secondary attention. Thus when Auburn moved to Union in 1939, the 
Seminary's records did not contain a comprehensive listing, together with bio- 
graphical information, of all those who had graduated from the Seminary since 
1919. In the past decade a renewed effort has been made to fill in the gaps and 
bring all records current as possible. The first substantial evidence of this pro- 
digious task appeared in 1941, when a listing of "living alumni, former students, 
and recipients of graduate degrees of Auburn Theological Seminary' ' was publish- 
ed. Then in 1948, the Rev. Walter S. Davison, Dean of Auburn, brought out 
another up-to-date Directory of Living Alumni, containing the names, addresses, 
and classes of all active Auburn graduates. Work continued under the super- 
vision of the present Dean of Auburn, the Rev. Charles E. Mathews, and it is 
because of his persistence and concern that we are now able to bring out the 
present publication. 

In the following pages the largest space is devoted to a brief biographical 
listing (where information is available) of those Auburn alumni whose names do 
not appear in the old General Biographical Catalogue, i.e., those who graduated 
from, or attended, the Seminary during the period 1919-1939. However, since 
much additional information has come to us with regard to those Auburn alumni 
whose names do appear in the old catalogue, i.e., those who were not deceased in 
1918, we have included their records in this volume, supplemented by the more 
recent data from our alumni files. In some cases we have even been able to add 
some names to the list of those who should have appeared in the first catalogue, 
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but who were omitted for some reason or other. Prefacing the section of alumni 
sketches are three more general lists enumerating, respectively, the members 
of the Board of Directors, the Auburn Presidents, and the Faculty of Auburn 
during the years 1919-1939. 

The format, style, and organization of this catalogue follow in general that 
of its 1918 predecessor. Alumni are listed alphabetically by classes. Before 
1919, only those alumni and classes are given concerning whom we have infor- 
mation supplementary to that published in the General Biographical Catalogue. 
However, in each of these cases, a complete record is given, so that the old catalo- 
gue need not be consulted for earlier information. All alumni of the Seminary 
from the period 1919-1940 are listed at least by name. Where biographical data 
are omitted, it is due to a gap in our records at this point. 

Our deepest thanks and appreciation are extended to all those who have 
aided and cooperated in the preparation and publication of this catalogue. 
We are grateful especially to the alumni themselves, who have provided us with 
the chief source of our data through the information blanks they have returned to 
us. Although a number of deficiencies in our records are due to the failure of 
alumni to reply to our repeated inquiries, in a work of this size and detail, it is 
only natural that there be omissions and mistakes. Despite all efforts to eli- 
minate these, some errata will undoubtedly be noted by alumni who read the 
following pages. The editors will be more than grateful to have their attention 
called to any of these, and if they prove to be of sufficient number, a mimeo- 
graphed "corrigenda" may be published later on.
